Immense Destruotion of Property ! 

LOSS OF LIFE! 



The great cortl»gratloD which cccurred yea. 
terday^ U one of the most destructive that has 
visited our city for a number of years, with 
tbe exception of tbe preat Are on Main* street 
on the 1st of July bat. The Are originated 
in the rear of I he Gait House, in a dummy 
used for tbe purpose of raUins; coal from the 
cellar to each of the rl jors above, and a strong 
drcft cause I the fliine* to ascend and increase 
r fury as lb»y did so. Oa each of the floors 
were psss-jres extcntlirg from the front to the 
r of the building, and aa the flimes reached 
e-.cb floor they ran through the passages, so 
that when the fire wae discovered it was on 
three floors j.ttbe aame time. Tbe fire cc- 
cuned between VI and 1 o'clock, so that tbe 
arge rumber of resbU were all asleep 
Tbe alarm was at once given by per sots rush- 
itc through the hotel knot kirg at tbe doors, 
andshouii'g "fire!" "flri!" at the top of 
their voices. The guests thus aroused out of 
a &ound tlunr.btr jumped frtm their beds, 
aad a scene which baffl* description ensued. 
Men, wemeu and ch'Mren could be seen run- 
nicg in sll directions, mothers acxlouely in- 
quiring for their children, who hsdbeen lest 
from them in tbe confusion, children running 
'O and fro in «earcb of their parents, snd friends 
arxlouely irquiritg lor each other. The alarm 
was po sudden and the fire had gslned such 
bradway, that those who escaped bad barely 
time to do to with their livt s, loosing all their 
c'otbitg, valuables and other articles. The 
nigM w-is a very ro^d one, tbe pavements and 
et;eets beirg covered with ice, and we noticed 
m.cy trippine a'ong in aearch ef other quart- 
era ia tbiirbare feet. The ai*ht was a sor 
rawfnl cne, atd one tba*. will long be remem 
bsai d by tho«e who g zed on It. 
How th' fire ceu'd Lave gained such bead 
fcrc it wae discovered is more thsn 
ran coucivf, but one tl irg Is certain, that a: 
law time tte a!?m was given, which was 
EMind'd by tie mailbost at the landing, the 
entire rear of the buildlrg wjs wrapped in 
oc- fheet of fl;me. Afler tbe alarm w«s 
»ivea tbe fire department, with the steam 
mscl.ites, were promptly tn bsn J, snd though 
tbr- tl'<m;a worked with all z:sl to check the 
devoutirg element in i's march ot destruction 
iht fli-^ci?, ae ttiy curled higher and higher 
I- the air, seemed to mrek tbem in tbelr 
effort?, srd biddiflince to the cor slant streams 
of wster which were penred againat them, 
^rorg north wind wa: Wowirg at the time 
mVUk fanned the fljmes, ar.d, as it were, ad 
d>-d fury to tte burnicg mats. Io a short 
time tbe flic 6 burst from the windows 
It— Uig on Main street, and it became evi 
dent that tbe entire building, one of the most 
m-ignificiEt in the c( untry, would soon be 
otir maee of rules. Tbe fltmes spresd through 
fb* entire building, destroying everything i 
laV ir njsreb, ard there row remains rothln 
to K'.ik where Ihis ttsgniUcrat structure 
r.'.od i xcept ose p ie ol Mack atd moulder- 
leg iuins. 

The fire soon csEmucicatcd to tbe fine four 
rtory EtOM front buildlue adjoiniBg the hotel 
aid ia a EVort time it feU a prey to the devour 
:•- g elcaiTt. The building was the property 
cf ;he Billarl heirs, and was valued at $2U,CC0 { 
with an insurance of flO.OOO. The building 
w&soccupiei by Andrew Bacbanan.a whole- 
as.> grocer and ccinmission merchant , and by 
O. W. Ttow.s A Co., pork packers. The loss 
of tte torcer was probably $ii5 000, with 
f- ■ I 0 irfurance. The lo'B of Thomas A Co 
wis about $-'.">.O00, wh : ch w»a fully covered by 
hairiaei. lltir^lits »V Crawford hsd stored

A horribly tragedy is reported in a Con- 
atantinople letter of tbe l."b ult. The 
following are the farticular« thus report 
ed : Djemila Sultana, the third daughter of 
the late Sultan, now in her twenty-second 
year, was married to Malimoud .leliadin 
Paeba The po«ition of a suiject upon whom 
the Sultan confers the haud of one of his 
daughter* is auythiog B*Jl an cTiable one, 
as the princesses neai the uobappy bu.baud 
much m the same way as tbey do iheir 
elaves, or rather worse, for (he Utter have 
sot tbe misery of appearing in a false posi- 
tion. Ii is well known that tbe husbands 
of the daughter* of tbe late sultan — Kutinia. 
Rama and Djemiin — have led the tnosi 
wretched of lives from the arbitrariness and 
jealousy of their wive§. The tragedy which 
occurred oa the 12th instant arose from 
this cause. The bultana Djtuiila, from 
causes well or ill fouuded, became jealous 
of one of her slaves, whom she imagined 
was regarded wuh some favor hy her hus- 
band. In ber highness ■ rage ag.iust the 
unfortunate girl -he ordered one of her 
enaueba to cut her -head off, which was 
done at a atroke of hi* cimeter. Then she 
determined to extend her revenge to her 
husband, and coolly direced thai the girl s 
head should be placed under a cover on the 
Pasha a dinner table. It is tbe custom in 
Turkey for the male heais of families to 
dine apart from their women. Ou the day 
in question tbe Sultana seated herself on tbe 
divan — a long sofa extending across the 
room — previous to her husband ■ entering 
the dining room. On his arrival, as is cus- 
tomary, h* went up to his imperial spouse 
and rendered ber the usual homage, the 
requested him to proceed with bis dinner, 
w'ben seated, be called on the servants pres- 
ent to remove the cover which is thrown 
over the tray which forms the top of the 
'table; to hi* surprise they heaitated, and 
shrank back. The Sultana then called to 
him to remove it hiin-elf, upbraid. ng the 
eervBBU for their cooduct. Tbe unhappy 
Pasha, obeying hi* wife* direerions, thr«w 
off the cover, and there before him lay tbe 
gory head of the murdered girl. He reeled 
and fell back a corpse. Previous to taking 
off the cover be had drank some sherbet, 
and whether this was poisoned, as some 
imagine, or that the shock produced apo- 
plexy, has aot been ascertained, a* no pntt 
mortem examination ha* been held. It will, 
of course, be thought that the iosperial mur- 
der*** w«* at once *eix ed aod placed in the 
hand* of juatic*. Oa th* contrary. Djemila 
Sul'aoa, a price*** of the imperial Umily, 
daughter ot Sultan Abdul M-oj 1 1. and nieae 
of the reigning Sultan, ha* up <o the present 
moment remained in her house unmolested, 
and the only notice taken c' the matter ha* 
beer, tket her imperial uncle is very angry 
with her.

The Sub Good for Sometime Yet. 
Prof. £. L. Youmans, in his essays re- 
cently published, indulges in the following 
curious speculations: 

Another essential question as regards 
the future of our planetary syetem has ref- 
erence to its future temperature and illu- 
mination. As the internal heat of ihe 
earth has but little influence on the tem- 
perature of tbe surface, the heat of the sun 
is the only thing which tssentially affects 
tbe question. The quantity of heat fall- 
ing from the sun during a given time 
upon a given portion of the earth's surface 
from this it can be 
_iventime is 
sun. Such measure- 
ment* have been made by the French phys- 
icist Pouillet, and it has been found that 
tbe sun gives out a quantity of heat per 
hour equal to which a layer of the densest 
coal ten feet thick would give out by its 
combustion; and hence in a year a quan- 
tity equal to the combustion of a layer of 
17 miles. If this heat were drawn uniform- 
ly from the entire mass of the sun, its 
temperature would only be diminished 
thereby one and one-third of a degree cen- 
tigrade per year, assuming its capacity 
for heat to be equal to that of water. 
These results can give us an idea of the 
magnitude of the emission, in relation to the 
surface and mass of the sun; but they cannot 
inform us whether the sun radiates heat as a 
glowing body which since its formation has 
its heat accumulated within it, or whether 
a new generation of heat by chemical 
processes takes place at the sun's surface. 
At all events, the law of the conservation 
of force teaches us that no rrxess analagous 
to those known at the surface of the earth, 
can supply for eternity au inexhaustible 
amount of heat and light to the sun. But 
the same law also teaches that the store of 
force at present existing, as heat, or as 
what may become heat, is sufficient for an 
immeasurable time. With regard to the 
store of chemical force in the sun, we can 
form no conjecture, and the store of heat 
there existing can only be determined by 
very uncertain estimations. If, however, 
we adopt the very probable view that the 
remarkably small density of eo large a 
body is caused by its high temperature, 
and may become greater in time, it may be 
calculated that if the diameter of the sun 
were diminished only the ten thousandth 
part of its present length, by this act a 
sufficient quantity of heat would be gener- 
ated to cover the total emission for two 
thousand one hundred years. Such a 
•mall change, besides, it would be difficult 
to detect even by the finest astronomical 
observations. 

Indeed, from the commencement of the 
period during which we possess historic 
accounts, that is, for a period of about four 
thousand years, the temperature of the 
earth has not sensibly diminished. From 
these old ages we have certainly no ther- 
mometric observation, but we have infor- 
mation regarding the distribution of cer- 
tain cultivated plants, the vine, the olive 
tree, which are very sensitive to changes 
of ihe mean annual temperature, and we 
find that these plants at tbe present mo- 
ment have the same limits of distribution 
that they had in tbe times of Abraham 
and Homer, from which we may infer back- 
wards the constancy of the climate.
